SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OR  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

In  January  19A4-  a Chlorination  Plant  was  installed  at 
Bellerby  to  treat  all  water  supplied  to  cinsumers. 

In  May  two  6"  meters  were  installed  on  the  trunk  mains, 
one  at  Bellerby  and  the  other  at  Stubbing  Nook,  the  purpose 
of  these  meters  being  to  check  the  consumption  of  the 
Leybum  and  Bedale  Councils  respectively. 

The  several  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  mains  during 
the  year  for  analysis  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  81  connections  were  made  with  the  mains 
for  supplying  private  houses  and  farm  houses. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS . 


No  new  sewers  were  laid  and  no  extensions  were  made 
during  the  year. 


SCAVENGING. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  made  for 
scavenging  in  the  area. 

HOUSING. 

No  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  and  owing 
to  the  shortage  of  materials  and  labour  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  repairs  to  existing  houses. 

IN S PECT I ON  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD. 

MEAT  continues  to  be  supplied  from  the  abattoir  at 
Northallet ton  where  it  is  inspected  before  distribution. 

MILK.  Routine  inspections  of  milk  producing  fa  ms  have  been 
made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  assistance  has  been 
rendered  by  the  Clean  Milk  Instructresses  from  the  War 
Agricultural  Committee.
